Washington, Nov. 23.— The depart- 
ore of the Chiuesu cAstonis chiuf for 
Jitpan ia regarded by the officials hero 
aa the resnlt of Japan's demand for n 
direct offer from China. Tiie De Tiu^ 
mentioned in the oahla is said to be 
Dioteripg, a German, who occupies the 
position of commissioner of oostoms. 

That he shoald be sent as the peace 
envoy is iicoomited for by ofKolals on 
t}i>.- KTuund that an indemnity would 
probably be sacored ou the oostoms re- 
ceiptH of China. It has been one of 
Japan's coiiteutious that ihewottld ex- 
pect to receive tlio customs receipts of 
tlie biK' Ciiiiit so iK)rtH iu case an indem- 
nity ^vus .iri\iii„i'u.

liani H. Gibson, the statesman, soldier 
and CliristiuM i-iti/en, had passed awivy. 
(ieneral Gibson had been ailing for 
»oino time, and took to his bed a few 
days ago. Only the immediate mem- 
bers of the famUy and the doctor were 
at the bedside when death came. The 
funeral will be held Sunday afternoon 
under the direction of tiie O. A. IV 

William llemy (iibsDii wius Iidiii in .Ii-f- 
fersDii coutity, i)., .May 10. IS'J-J. lit- ii- 
ceived Lis earlj- fdiieulloii in tin- 
Hi heols of SentKia county and .■ift4'r\vard 
ttpent two yuam at Ashland acwl.-my. Tben 
he learnt'tl tlie trade of a carpenter. 

As Ills intellectual horlson be^an to 
widen he iua<le up his mind to study law. 
His chosen profession proved to be >vell 
suited to bis tastes (111(1 capHbility and lie 
rose rapidly. In isi:} he settled iu Tiliiii, 
and for the reuiHiiider of his long and 
honorable career he was one of the fore- 
most citizens of that city. Iu 1847 he mar- 
rietl Miss Martha M. Greeger. Four cliil- 
dreu were Iwiu to Mr. and Mrs. Gibson, 
two ^on« and two daughter. The daugh- 
ters are both living, but the sous are dead. 

At the cpeuiiiK of the war Mr. Gibson 
became colonel of the Fourteenth Oliiu 
volunteer infantiy. From Shiloli to At 
lanfa he wiis never found wanting when 
duty called. He commanded a brigade for 
more than two year-.. In the reports oi' all 
the eampaigns uud battles iu which he 
served he was eommended by every su- 
perior ofHcer. 

General Oibson served the state iu sev- 
eral important offices. He was state trea." 
urer and later attorney general, and still 
later aud for a long lime priMiUent of th.- 
eanal oommtMion. He won one of Ohio'^ 
most famous orators.

The new treaty abolislies aftt;r alxiut 
live years the system of consular court 
jurisdiction which has beou so obnox- 
ious to .lapaa and also treats oi 
inerce and trade relatious.

Tlie treasurer remarks that tho im- 
pairment of tho gold reserve, roudering 
nttccssary tho is.-uo of bon is in i'i;l)ru- 
ary, was oauseit oliiofly by tho de|ne.iou 
of tho troastiry resulting from lusiuli- 
cient revenues. Even when the supply 
of paper had become so reduced that the 
treaauty was obli,<ed to pay out large 
sums of gold iu the ordiiniiy disburse- 
ments, the coin was fkeeiy zetnruod iu 
tho revenues. The proceeds of this loon 
were ^titfO.OOO in gold coin and ourtiti- 
ie^ttes. tmt daring the monUi of Febru-

The two important evt^uts of the year 
aih ctiug the condition of the jiublii- 
debt were the issue of $50,<)UO,l)O0 of O 
per cent bonds to roplenisli the ^><la le- 
si^rve and the stoppage of the purchase 
of silver bullion qy we issue of treasm-y 
notes. 

With reference to USB teliieme^l of 

treasuiy notes, tlie treasurer says that 
prior to August, the treasury luwl 
Ixteii able to provide for the redemption 
of troiLsm-y notes in silver «lollars ont of 
the holdings of free silver, so tiiat there 
had not Imou, up tu that time, any im- 
Iiairment of tiie total omoimt of silver 
fund accumulated under the act. On 
the 3d of that mouth, however, tho 
silver dollars and bullion in the treasmy 
liod become rednoed to the amount re- 
quired by law, to be retained for tho 
payment of outstanding treasory notea 
and certificates, and the demand for 
the redemption of notee continuing in 
consequence of the seuolty of small de- 
nominations of cnrrancy, 11 became 
necessary to draw upon the dollars 
coined eepeoiaUr for thai mirpoee. The 
silver fond beuig thus unpaired, the 
uotes so redeemed were cancelled in 
order to preserve the required equality

Resolutions were adopted that each lo- 
cal a.ssombly shall make a maximum 
scale of wages alx)ve the regular sc.ile 
adopted by tho national trades assembly, 
that all gruivances and coiiipiaiiits must 
come up III the local courts of the as- 
senildies witiun (id days; that tliu le„ds- 
latnres id' the various states be iiieiiio''- 
lalized to enact laws providing f<>r lUe 
creation of state labor bureaus; that ad 
tradesmen shall atlihate with organiz.i- 
tions of th. ir own tnule; that in labor 
pivrades no iLigs except tlio national 
colors shall be earned; tliat a dehigate 
to the as.-t.'iubly shall take his seat after 
his alternate has been seated, and tha: 
a p'anii be inserted in the l^ights of 
Lal>or preamble against g nmhling ia 
farm products or options.

It. Louis FhysicanB Make a Valuable

The d 11 ration of typhoid fever is to be 
shortened by 10 or 12 days. To the 
medical profession of St. Louis must be 

awarded the eieciit of the inetluxl of 
treatment by which this boon to suOer- 
ing humanity Is to be brought about 

The treatment ooneists in the ai)pli< ation 
of the pure gall of an ox to the typhoid 
stricken patient. This discovery has 
been made by Dr. Heine Marks, of the 
City Hospital, in conjunction with Dr. 
Henry Smnma, also of this city. 

The ox galls are used upon purely phys- 
iological principles. It is a fact, well es- 
tablished, that for the purpose of diges- 
tion it is an absolute essential to have u 
certain amount of bile in the intestinal 
ciuial. Diiriii;,' an attack of Ivjihoid 
lever, as of other diseases, there is a con- 
stant waste of this bile going on. Re- 
l)la( e this bile and you check the dlHeane 
and thi.s can be replaced by ox gall, 
which is stated by eminent medical au- 
t'l'irities to be nature's pbytiologloal an- 

Ii>eptic. 

This view of ty[)hoid fever has been 
held by Dr. Marks for a long time and 
finally in a discussion of the matter with 
Dr. ^tiiiiiiia, the latter suggested that ex- 
periments with the ox gall should be 
made by the former, who possesaed 
abundant facilities for experimental pur» 
poses. Dr. Marks immediately ordered 
a bnteher to bring to the inetitution 
eight or nine ox galls every day. The 
gall bladder is cut at the top, so that the 
fluid is extracted, freed of all forei^'n 
matter. Then it is filtered, as a further 
precaution against the possibility of int- 
purities. Each galls contains one or two 
ounces, or from four to six spoonfuls of 
liquid. These are put into about half a 
pint of water and the contents of one 
gall are given fo the patient twice a day, 
being, of course, artificially applied. 

"We experimented on a series of 
cases," said Dr. Marks, " and in every 
instance we obtained reialti which are 
highly gratifying. Wetookoooei 0<all 
kinds, too ; several where the fever had 
existed for one, two, three, four and five 
days, and we took those where there was 
about to ensue an increase of the tem- 
perature. And, as I have said, we met 
excellent results, and reduced the dura- 
tion of the disease by 10 or 12 days. I 
am DOW I iideavoring tol discover some 
means by which the galla can be kept 
freah. At preaent they have to be 

brought to us every day, and, naturally, 
we are anxious to discover some plan by 
wbkih they can be pieeenred. Dr.

The cases of the Commonwealth 
against the Maysville and Lexington, { 
the Maysville and Oermantown, tlie j 
Maysville and Mt. Steriing and Mays- 
ville and Mt. Carmel turnpike cnmpan-l 
ies for charging higher toll than the new 
law allows waa decided in the Circuit 
Court yesterday, and the companies won. 
Tlie demurrers were BUatained and the 
indictments were dismissed. There is 
no appeal to the Appellate Court, as the 
highest fine under the law is only $50. 

The cases were argued by Senator 
Lindsay for the companies and Common- 
wealth's Attorney Bailee for the prose- 
cution. Senator Lindsay daimed that 
the officers of the road were the ones to 
indict and not the companies. But the 
main \Hnni of the de fense and the one 
on which the cascrt were decided was 
that the companies bad a right under 
their charters to charge the rates of toll 
they have been collecting. The court de- 
cided, in brief, that these chartera were 
contracts between the State and the 
coinpanii's, and could not be abrogated 
by the State.
